A glance at the map will show the points 
occupied by General Foster, and the import- 
ance of the movement. Weldon, towards 
which General Foster’s command, at last ad- 
vices, was marching, is n nourishing village in 
Halifax county, North Carolina, amt is situa- 
ted on the Roanoke river, at the head at steam- 
boat navigation. Its importance and business 
is greatly increased from being the point, where 
four lines of railway meet, viz: The Wilming- 
ton aud Weldon, the Seaboard and Roanoke, 
the Raleigh and Gaston, and the Petersburg 
Railroad. It is about sixty miles northwest 
from Plymouth, the scene of the engagement 
of the 2d inst., the same distance northwest of 
Washington, where our troops landed, ten 
miles south of the Virginia State line, sixty- 
four miles south of Petersburg, and one hun- 
dred and sixty-two miles northeast of Wil- 
mington. 

Washington is the capital of Beaufort coun- 
ty, and is located on the left hank of the Tar 
river, about forty miles from Pamlico Sound. 
It has a population of nearly two thousand. 
Vessels drawing eight feet of water can ar- 
eend to the village, and smaller boats to the 
Tarboro. It is about thirty mile-; from Plym- 
outh, nearly the same di-lance from Tarboro, 
and about forty east of the Wilmington and 
Weldon Railroad. Hamilton is a village of 
Martin county, on the right bank of the Rc- 
anoke river, about fifteen miles above Plym- 
outh, and at the head of navigation for large ves- 
sels. Palmyra, where a large force is also said 
to have I er n landed, is a village of Halifax 
county, situated on the Roanoke, and some 
twenty-five or thirty miles southeast from 
Weldon. Tarboro, in Edgecombe county, is 
on Tar River, at the head of navigation, and 
has considerable trade. It is within less than 
twenty miles of the railroad from Wilmington 
to Weldon. Williamston, Martin county, 
where General Foster, according to rebel au- 
thority, is concentrating his forces prepara- 
tory to an attack upon the line of railway, is 
a thriving viliage on the right bank of the 
Roanoke. It is between Hamilton and Ply- 
mouth.

Suggestions from Practical ani> Scienti- 
fic Men. — General liaupi, in charge of the 
construction and operation of military rail- 
roads, has addressed a circular letter to practi- 
cal and scientific men in the country inviting 
them to freely offer suggestions which they 
think will prove beneficial to either the engi- 
neer, naval, or ordnance branch of the service. 
The New York Commercial Advertiser says 
of this, that there i- scarcely a practical anil 
intelligent mechanic in the country who has 
not considered plans lor the accomplishment 
and fuciliialiouof portions of his labor, which, 
if matured aud perfected, would prove benefi- 
cial to the community. In this way many of 
the most useful inventions have been given to 
the world. 

To men of this class Gen. Haupt addresses 
himself, and hopes that from this miillilude of 
suggestions and plans something of real bene- 
fit may accrue. .Since the invention and prac- 
tical application of the .Monitor aud the conse- 
quent revolution in the naval warfare of the 
world, the atteu3ion of scientific- and practical 
meu bus been oXc'tcd to the invention and 
preparation of projectiles superior to even the 
best known. Experiments have been made at 
an enormous cost, and every means taken to 
fully test the newly developed ideas. Next to 
otdnauee and armor, the construction of ves- 
sels and their speed has been considered, and 
these latter appear to he of primaty importance 
iq fixing the superiowty of iron-clad vessels. 

Our present iron-clad fleet may well serve 
as an illustration. Vessels clad with iron sink 
so deeply in the walep aud arc moreover so 
heavy above water that whatever speed may 
lie intended in the choice --f model it is lost oi 
diminished by the extreme submersion of the 
ship. In the Monitor -it was intended that the 
vessel should present as small a surface as pos 
, sible above the water. With the Ironsides and 
Galena the portion of the ship above water is 
SO plated and guarded as to resist projectiles 
which may be hurled against them. The ne- 
cessity for heavy iron plating abovp the water 
line therefore sinks them so low flint a fajr 
rate of speed cannot be attained, fin less 

swift and manageable in sea way a vessel is 
unfit for ocean service. A ship may he slow, 
hut jf she is not encumbered with a heavy 
top load she is manageable. A vessel may be 
small yet if swift she will readily ride the 
ocean crests. 

Because the Monitor, Galena, and Ironsides 
are not s\vift and light, but tbe reverse, it has 
been considered that they are not seaworthy ; 
the experiment of testing the question would 
certainly be too hazardous to attempt. Ip 
view of the fact that our present iron-clads, 
and tini great fleet of fhe one turret monitor 
class are required for other duty than harbor 
defence, and must be available lor coast ser- 
yjee, the attention of gentlemen of scientific 
and practical information has been directed to 
the subject of remedying such important de- 
fects. Many plans have been privately sug- 
gested, some of whjcfl are condemned as im- 
practicable, and others entitled to careful 
consideration. It has been proposed Iff ligjiten 
the ships by removing the guns to a transport 
vessel, and also, in case of the monitors, to re- 
move the turrets and coal. Thu3 the vessels 
will be lightened to a sufficient degree, it is 
claimed, to give them fhe buoyancy intended by 
the model, and enable them to be safely towed 
to a favorable rendezvous. This plan is liable 
to the objection that besides the trouble and 
expense attending it, there would be danger in 
its operation. The lightened vessels might 
rink in transitu. 

A plan has been discussed within a few 
days, the details of which, in justice to the 
proposer, should not he made public, bv which 
the entire fleet, present and prospective, of 
iron-clads can be Rifely removed whitherso- 
ever, upon the Atlantic or gylf const, It may 
be desired. The plan is thought to he practi- 
cable, inasmuch n-. the theory has been fairly 
and often tested; it is attended with little ex- 
pense proportionate to the immense beneGt 
which will ensue, and can he put in operation 
within two weeks if necessary. It is proposed 
In no novice in naval and maritime atfairs, 
but by a man who has had large experience 
in the service, and who is therefore capable of 
judging of its practicability. 

ft is worthy of consideration at the hands 
of the naval authorities, and should not be 
condemned because it emanates from one 
comparatively inferior in scientific knowledge 
to the chiefs of the bureaux.

My messenger, ask in 
for reinforcements frem your command, met 
Gcu. McClellan and yourself together,

That Gen. McClellan did wisely in with- 
holding Porter's corps the World thinks is ob- 
vious, from the fact that Gen. Porter had not 
4,o00 men at the time the call w as made, 
which was about dark, huJ while Gen. Burn 
side was driven back Gen. Porter’s position 
was the key of the situation, and could not 
be weakened. The other charges which 
have been made against Porter it ven- 
tures to predict are and will be shown to be as 
baseless as this. He comes ot too brave a 
family, and has made on the Peninsula and in 
Maryland for himself too brilliant a record for 
any military commission to wipe out. 

Exacgeratid Rebel Reports. — The Rich- 
mond Dispatch of the 4th in ‘ JimLta account 
of an engagement' near WllHftmston, Morton 
county, N. C\, on Ihe 2d inst., between the 
17th, 27lli, and 58th North Carolina regiments, 
under Col. Rurgwyn, and “a large force of 
Yankees” under Gen. Foster, in which the 
rebels had 2 killed and 31 w ounded, while the 
Union loss was “much greater.” The Dis- 
patch says that “the celebrated ‘White Horse' 
cavalry company, which had been It perfect 
terror to the people of Washington and sur- 
rounding country, was entirely cut up and 
destroyed." It turns out that the rebels lost 
five men to ouo ip thp encounter, and were 
compelled to fall back, our troops advancing 
six miles, and occupying Williamston. The 
"White Horse” cavalry company, which is 
tjom Onondaga county, and belongs to Mix’s 
3J New York regilflent, had two horses killed 
and one corporal taken prisoner by being dis- 
mounted. The corporal didn’t stay taken, 
however, as he came back to our camp the 
san)e qigbt, bringing with him the horses and 
all the arms of his two rebel captors. 

Western Boatmen’s Benevolent Associa 
tion. — Some mouths since, it will he remem- 
bered that this association at St. Louis was 
accused of disloyalty, and the Provost Mar- 
shal of the city ordered all its papers and ef- 
fects to be seized and placed in charge of the 
United States Savings Association. The latter 
was forbidden to deliver the satne up, and the 
Benevolent Society for the time being had its 
functions almost entirely suspended. Satur- 
day, however, General Davidson issued an or- 
der allowing the U. S. Savings Association to 
deliver to the suspended society its papers and 
effects, and the Benevolent Association will 
now go on as formerly. 

Convention op Laokr-Bker Brewers. — 
For three or four days last week, a number of 
lager beer brewers of New York and other 
cities met in convention at Pythagoras Hall, 
in the Bow-cry, to take some action to relieve 
the trade from the new burdens which by tax- 
es and otherwise are threatened iqion it. It 
was resolved to send Messrs. Jas. Spoyers, of 
New York, Fred. Laner, of Reading, anj 
Mr. Bitlz, of Philadelphia, to Washington, 
ns a committee to urge a repeal of the tax ou 
lager beer, and a repayment of the tax ou all 
beer brewed before September 1st. They will 
also petition Congress on the subject. The 
convention closed on Thursday with a dinner. 

British Interests at New Orleans.— The 
London Times says a memorial has been sent 
to Earl ltusscll from leading Liverpool mer- 
chants connected with New Orleans, calling 
his lordship's attention to the arbitrary acts of 
General Butler in respect to foreigners, and 
urging t)ie necessity of a chief Consul and a 
British man-of-war being despatched to lhat 
port for the protection of Brilish interests, 
fits lordsftip has simply acknowledged the re- 
ceipt of the memorial. 

Patriotism of Ohio Teachers. — From re- 
turns made to the School Commissioner, it ap- 
pears that five thousand of the teachers of Ohio 
have entered the army wiljiin the last eighteen 
months. Three of them are now Generals; 
about tweuty are Colonels and Majors, and 
more than two hundrej are line officers. 

Tax Gatherers. — Upwards of seven thou- 
Litid collector?, deputy collectors, assessors, 
and assistant assessors are now engaged in the 
collection of the internal revenue in tbe loyal 
States.

To Preserve Potatoes. — The potato crop 
is too valuable this season to be lost by rot if 
it can be saved. A correspondent of the Sci- 
entific American says he has tried the follow- 
ing plan of keeping potatoes for four yenr3, and 
not lost a bushel in that time after they were 
harvested; though they were half diseased 
when taken out of the ground : 

Dust over the floor of the bin with lime and 
{Hit in about six or seven inches deep of pota- 
toes and dust with lime as before. Put in six 1 
or seven inches more of potatoes, and lime ] 
again; repeat the operation till all are stowed 1 
in that way. One bushel of lime will do for 
forty busbel3 of potatoes, though more will not 
hurt them — the lime rather improving the fla- 
vor than otherwise.

BRILLIANT DASH OK GENERAL SIGEL 

BODY GUARD. 

[Correspondence of the Philadelphia 

Gainesville, Va., Nov. 11—8 A. M. 
Every one here was startled yesterday morn- 
ing by a t umor that the whole of General .Si- 
gel’s body guard had been raptured by tho 
rebels at Fredericksburg, anil that this had 
beeu occasioned by the treachery of a scout 
This caused the utmost excitement and dejec- 
tion. Later in the day news of a different 
character was received, which'quiW changed 
the a-qaa-t of affairs 
General Sigel’s body gnard was safe — not 
a man ol it captured; bul they were in Fred 
ericksburg, had a severe fight and captured a 



argo number of the enemy. 
Toyivea Somewhat detail 



give a somewhat detailed statement of 
the affair, we will begin with the starling of 
the expedition. It left here on Saturday 
morning, numbering fifty-four men. Captain 
Dahlgren, chief of the staff, commanded the 
party. Captain Slipfn and t, leuts. Miller and 
Carr, of the 1st Indiana eavulry, accompanied 
the expedition. They moved on to 'Warren- 
ton and reached there' about noon, and were 
joined by ninety men of the nth l "vc. c ae.il e 
Together they proceeded ibro.ml. the Tores' 
‘in ' ,1 tL*v reached StAuiurd CouAh, .use, where 
they remained over night. 

The lieutenant, with ten men, first crossed, 
and then the remaining guard Ibttowtd in iPts 
than fifteen minutes, the Ohio men being left 
on this side of the river to act in co-operation 
with tho others. The entering of the Union 
soldiers was so sudden that the rebel troops 
stationed there were taken completely by sur- 
prise. Scattered throughout the town of Fred- 
cricsburg were 500 Confederate soldiers, the 
most of whom were cavalrymen. They were 
unable to gather their forces together imme- 
diately, and this was a slight advantage for 
our men. They at once attacked all the ene- 
my that they met. A brisk fi-lit immediately 
ensued. The rebels were terrified at the yelis 
which our men gave, and this had partially 
the effect to scatter them for a time. 

They returned strongly reinforced from the 
stragglers and pickets wl^p were outside of the 
town, and who had come in when the hostile 
lemonslrations coninieurr.j. Unr men were 
then so surrounded as to be completely hem- 
med in, without an apparent avenue to escape 
through. With their sabres they fought bril- 
liantly; and, after a short but decisive con- 
test, they succeeded in cutting their way 
through the enemy. There was but one of 
our meu killed and another wounded. The 
latter was shot shortly after he had captured 
a secession flag. There were twenty rebels 
killed and a great number wouuded. Thirtv- 
niiie prisoners were taken. All of these, with 
the exception of six who were paroled on the 
spot where taken, were brought in here. Tbe 
citizens \yere very active in taking care of the 
secession killed aud wounded, and were no less 
active in making manifest their malignity to- 
ward our men. 

When pressing buildings, various kinds of 
projectiles were hurled at them. Col. Ball s 
Fifteenth Virginia cavalry was the most ac- 
tive in opposing our men. The rebels showed 
very little bravery. They acted very cowardly 
after they found out the determination of our 
men to fight. Although they outnumbered 
us with such great odds, they broke ranks ami 
took to the woods. All the men and officers 
of General Sigel, who were in the engage- 
ment, arc deserving of more than ordinary 
credit. They acquitted themselves nobly. 
Besides fighting and capturing the enemy, 
they destroyed two wagou loads of army doth 
that were in the place. A large number ot 
horses were taken, and many small arms and 
sabres destroyed. This expedition, without 
doubt, effected one of the most glorious 
achievements of the present campaign.

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Kirbjr Smith's troops were guilty of 
murder in hanging Captain II. King and fif- 
teen other loyal citizens in the neighborhood 
of Cumberland Gap, and we are constrained to 
say, that the party of loyal men, who on the 
6th instant captured in the same neighborhood 
nine rebel soldiers, and by way of retaliation 
put them to death, were also guilty of murder. 
The latter murder was less atrocious than (he 
former, tor there was much to provoke it, yet 
still it was murder, and its perpetrators were 
murderers. 

If the rebels kill our men whotfull into their 
hands, undoubtedly we must retaliate unless 
we can put a stop to the atrocity by stern re- 
monstrances and warnings. But, if retaliation 
must be practiced, if life must be taken for 
life, let the solemn work be done by the Gov- 
ernment uud not by irresponsible soldiers or 
private citizens. The nine rebels executed in 
revenge by our troops bad nothing to do with 
the hanging of Capt. King and his men, they 
were, if we are correctly informed, wounded 
and sick soldiers lell behind by the rebel 
army on account of inability to move with it, 
and their execution was, notwithstanding the 
provocation, a horrible proceeding, unworthy 
of loyal troop3, unworthy of human beings. 
The guilty persons should be brought to jus- 
tice. 

We have nothing better to expect now 
than that the Union officers and soldiers, who 
shall next fall into the hands of Kirby Smith’s 
troops, will be murdered without ceremony. 
Perhaps nine Union men will be murdered for 
each one of tbe nine murdered rebels, mak- 
ing in all nearly a hundred. And this revolt- 
ing work, unless summarily arrested by the 
vigorous interposition of authority, may go 
on until the war on both sides shall lose every 
feature of civilized warfare and become a 
shocking and universal butchery. This might 
6uit the rebels, who. in the hope of interfer- 
ence from abroad, would gladly see our war 
made as sickening as possible to the whole 
world of mankind, but it would be terribly 
unfortunate for those who desire the restora- 
tion of the Union. 

Mu. Teaman's .Views. — The Hon. Geo. H. 
Yemnan has been elected to Congress from the 
Owensboro District. We copy the following 
paragraphs from a letter written by him on 
the 28th ult. to the Koekport (Ind.) Democrat: 

JJeur Sir: I must congratulate you and the 
people of your State upon the glad tidings of 
your great conservative victory. 

It bus strengthened the hearts of the Union 
men of this State, anil has made some amends 
for tbe depressing effect of the late radical 
movements. 

The position of the Union men of the Border 
States and the position of the Democrats of 
the Northern States have been intensely un- 
fortunate, and discouraging and annoying to 
the last tiegree. Tbe former have fondly and 
heroically clung to the Union and the Gov- 
ernment in despite of a supposed identity of 
interest with the rebel States, and in despite 
of falsified words, broken promises, Hnd a 
violated Constitution.

It is a spectacle which history cannot fail to 
notice and to hold up to the admiration of the 
world. To fight to the death an armed rebel, 
and at the same time demand he shall! if he 
will, have the benefit of the Constitution he 
has trampled in the gore of its defender, is an 
act of heroic generosity worthy the blood of 
the race. a a a 

And now excuse me for one suggestion in 
regard to the Democracy — Is there no danger 
that they will mistake their opposition to the 
Administration for their love for the Union ? 
Or in other words that in the zeal of their op- 
position to the progress of radicalism they will 
forget to oppose with equal zeal the progress 
of the rebellion? The-Union men of Ken- 
tucky are not without concern on this sub- 
ject. * * » » * 

Ju3t so far 03 the Democratic members of 
the North m ike, an hone3t, an earnest, and 
an active effort to suppress the rebellion by 
putting forth all the constitutional post er of 
the Government, and to save the Constitution 
by resisting acts of executive aggression upon 
the rights and institutions of the States, I in- 
tenl to co-operate with them. But just so far 
as I discover among them, if it exists, any 
leaning or squinting at secession, I am not of 
them, nor with them. 

These views of Mr. Yeoman are just and 
statesmanlike, and we cordially endorse them. 
The great masses of the Democracy in the 
Northern States have done a patriotic and no- 
ble duty, and the whole country is under deep 
obligations to them. We believe that they, 
acting in conjunction with the conservatives 
who were never of their party, have performed 
a work, which, if turned rightly to account, 
will be the salvation of the U nion and the 
Constitution. 

Undoubtedly however the danger which 
Mr. Yeaman indicates is not nil imaginary. 
There is evident danger, that some of those, 
who aided in achieving the glorious result of 
the late elections, may, in the zeal of their 
opposition to radicalism, forget to oppose with 
equal zeal the progress of the rebelion — dan- 
ger that they will direct their strength so en- 
tirely against the abolitionists that they will 
have little or none left to direct against those 
Southern enemies who are fighting for our 
Union s permanent disruption. We have seen 
all along with much gratification that the 
whole of the important Democratic organs 
of the East, such as the New York Journnl of 
Commerce, the Boston Post, the Boston Cou- 
rier, and the Detroit Free Press, whilst ear- 
nestly and powerfully and unceasingly bat- 
tling against radicalism in all its forms, have 
battled no less earnestly and powerfully and 
unceasingly against the rebellion, supporting 
the Administration in nil just efforts to put it 
down, and demanding that the war be prose- 
cuted with tbe most resistless energy. This is 
unquestionably the position of the Democracy 
and the position of the great body of the 
Northern conservatives, and we congratulate 
the nation that it is so. 

Few however can have failed to observe, 
»hat, in Ohio and Indiana and Wisconsin, 
there are perhaps half a dozen newspaper or- 
gans calling themselves Democratic, which, 
whilst fighting radicalism, have seemed wil- 
ling to fight nothing else. They have had 
scarcely a word to say in behalf of the main- 
tenance of the Union. They have expressed 
no joy at the successes, no regret at the re- 
verses, of lira loyal arms.

ing resistance to the means necessary to its 
vigorous prosecution, he swypt away upon 
the roaring tide of public opinion.

The assurance of these men is roost marvel- 
lous. If they had let the President alone, if 
they had permitted him to pursue tbe course 
which he marked out for himself in his Inau- 
gural Address and his Messages, and to which, 
as a general rule, he adhered most faithfully 
until a short time ago, he would have been 
triumphantly and almost unanimously sus- 
tained, and they would have been spared the 
bitter mortification and humiliation that they 
now have to bear. The President’s emancipa- 
tion proclamation will amount to nothing, but 
tbe popular vote in the late elections is au 
emancipation proclamation to seine purpose, 
for it emancipates an honest and patriotic Ex- 
ecutive from the intluencesof those, who, from 
the accident of powerful circumstances, suc- 
ceeded in gaining a control over him that they 
used for mischievous and pestilent ends. 

Let the President make the same declara- 
tions now that he made during the first months 
of his administration, let him make the same 
declarations that were made by Congress in its 
resolutions as to the conduct and tbe object of 
the war, let him do this and give evidence 
that, whatever may stand in his way, he will 
by his acts make good his words, and he will 
be as popular and nobly sustained a Chief 
Magistrate os has ever succeeded the immortal 
Washington. The President of the l nited 
States, as the New York Journal of Commerce 
says, demands and is entitled to our sup- 
port in the discharge of the duties of bin 
high office. Let us give hint, and tbe 
government of which he is the executive arm, 
such a support as will send joy to his heart, 
and invigorate the whole people. Stand by 
the President to-day, and stand the firmer by 
him because the radical men are abusing him 
and endeavoring to weajten confidence in him. 
Mr. Lincoln has no longer an obligation to 
these men. He should now be allowed to feel 
the force of conservative support. It must be 
given. The responsibility of the Administra- 
tion is indeed still with the other party, but 
they themselves declare that they have failed 
and incurred the just rebuke of the people. 
If the President will accept it, he will receive 
the hearty and thecffective supportof the con- 
servative party, the only men who ever do or 
can defend the Union and the Constitution. 

Interesting Decision. — W hile the rebels

Confederate notes he may havo received for 
the same. When you have thus settled with 
him, you will report yourself at this office to 
take the oath, give bond, and be discharged.

INCIDENTS OF THE CAMPAIGN IN 
KENTUCKY AND TENNESSEE. 

TIIE CAPTUKE OP NASHVILLE. 

The tide of success had already been turned 
in fitvor of the Government by the victory of 
General Thomas at Mill Springs, with the 1st 
Division of General Buell’s army, and the 
country had been thrilled by the accounts of 
the brilliant affair of Uowlet’s Station, when, 
on the night of the 19th of February, 1862, 
General Buell, accompanied by two of bis 
stuff officers and Colonel Thomas A. Scott, -As- 
sistant SccrctoJ y of War, who was then on a 
tour of inspetjtion of the armies of the West, 
quietly left Louisville, without even the 
knowledge «f the argus-eyed reporters who 
were anxiously watching for this step as an 
indication of the commencement of important 
movem"»ts, and started for the advance 
of tbe fsrmy which was then just entering 
Bowling Green. Thus opened that campaign 
under the immediate direction of Gen. Buell, 
which extended through Kentucky, Tennessee, 
Mississippi, and Alabama, and which, begin- 
ning with the occupation of Bowling Green, 
“unqualified by a single reverse," was termi- 
nated by the triumphant expulsion of the 
splendid array which Gen. Bragg had led into 
Kentucky with so many promises of success. 
Without firing a gun, and by a mere combi- 
nation of movements, the enemy bad already 
been compelled to evacuate tbeir boasted 
stronghold — Bowling Green. The works had 
been left undisturbed, but the bridge over the 
Barren river and all of the railroad buildings 
in the town had been destroyed. The des- 
truction of the bridges was to have been ex- 
pected, and may be viewed in the light of a 
military necessity; but the wanton destruction 
of the railroad buildings and other private 
property hardly showed a spirit compatible 
with civilized warfare. 

Much time and labor had lieen expended 
upon the defensive works at Bowling Green, 
but it is said that Beauregard on his arrival at 
once pronounced them untenable, and advised 
their abandonment. Be this as it may, every 
preparation had been made for a vigorous de- 
fence; and the evacuation can safely be at 
tribnted to the combinations in it3 front which 
would ultimately have led to its reduction, 
and possibly the capture of its garrison. The 
third division of the Army of the Ohio had 
the lianor of first entering Bowling Green, nnd 
of giving a parting salute to the retreating col- 
umns of the enemy. On the arrival of Gen. 
Buell on the loth of February, Gen. Mitchel 
was in command, and in the subsequent move- 
ments upon Nashville played important part, 

Whether ifc was the intention to make a 
demonstration at once upon Nashville, or to 
wait until the whole army could move upon 
that place in forae, 1ms not yet been made 
known. At all events, when the new3 of the 
capture of ClarksviJJe .was received, prepara 
tions were immediately made for throwing a 
small force in front of it. One regiment of 
cavalry inarched by ti'.e main pike to the" 
bank of the Cumberland, while a force of 
about twelve hundred iniantry, with two 
pieces of artillery, were started by railroad to 
Edgefield Junction. 

On the morning of the 22d of February, in a 
cold driving rain storm, aDd in open platform 
cars, this little army started upon the bold un- 
dertaking of making n dash at the capital of 
Tennessee. The men had been selected for 
the enterprise, and were in excellent spirits, 
nnd, had the elements not interfered, would 
on that day have achieved rssnilts which 
would have illustrated one of the most 
brilliant pages in the history of the war. 
Tbe rain poured down in torrents all day, 
and towards afternoon, while still many 
miles from its destination, the train was 
brought to a stand by the discovery that 
a bridge a mile in advance had lieen washed 
away by tbe freshet. On examination it tv as 
found that n hundred yards of the road on 
cither side of the bridge had also been destroy- 
ed, and that it would require at least twenty- 
fjur hours to repair it. The command was 
disembarked, and made preparations to bivouac 
for the night. Completely wet through, and 
cold and numb, the meu crowded around the 
fires, hut the prospect before them wa3 so full 
of excitement that there was not a complaint 
uttered. Bright and early the next morning the 
whole command was put to work, aud by ten 
o'clock on the following day the train once 
more started on its way. Edgefield Junction, 
which is niue miles from the city, was 
reached by four o'clock in the afternoon, 
nnd then the troops were once more dis- 
embarked, and commenced their march 
towards the river. The bridges over the 
Cumberland had been destroyed by the 

enemy in their retreat, so the troops were put 
in camp, two or three mile:t from the river, 
until a concerted action could be made upon 
tbe crossing. Tbe cavalry, which was already 
in the vicinity of Edgefield, was sent down 
to the river with the two pieces of artillery, 
and it required but a slight demonstration of 
tbe practicability of shelling the city to bring 
over a couple of steamers lying at the wharf, 
with parties to open negotiations. An officer 
was sent over to the city under a flag to de- 
mand of the civil authorities a surrender of 
the place; and it wa3 agreed that the Mayor 
and all of the civil functionaries should on the 
following day meet General Buell at Edge 
field, opposito the city, and formally surrender 
the Capital of Tennessee to the troop3 of the 
U nited States. The day previous the rear of 
the rebel army had moved out of the city, and 
it was reported that the whole rebel force tv as 
now being concentrated upon Murfreesboro 
with tbe intention of opposing our advance. 

Before daylight on the d ly fixed for the sur- 
render it was reported that steamers were ap- 
proachingthe city from below, crowded with 
United States Troops. Before long it was 
discovered that it was General Nelson with 
the 4th Division, which had previously been 
sent to assist in tbe capture of Fort Donelson 
and which, on the capture of Clarksville, had 
proceeded cautiously up the river to discover 
whether the enemy intended to hold Nash- 
ville. Before General Nelson was aware of 
the presence of General Buell he threw a regi- 
ment ashore. The scattered parties of the ene- 
my’s cavalry, which had up to this time re- 
mained in the city, taking this for the com- 
mencement of a general landing of the 
troops aud occupation of the place, retired 
without making any attempts at resistance, 
and in half an hour the Stars and Stripes were 
(loatiug from the lofty summit of the capiloi. 
Nashville was ours. The second position 
which the enemy declared that they would de- 
fend to the last extremity was surrendered 
without an effort at resistance; and, amid 
the varied changes of the campaign, the na- 
tional banner still floats over tbe Capitol as if to 
verify the declaration of the departed hero who 
planted it there, “that it should float (here for- 
ever.” 

The troops were all crossed over into tbe city, 
and in a few days the other divisions of the 
army commenced to arrive, nnd were thrown 
out on the different roads by which the enemy 
had retreated. One month before Nashville 
had been the grand objective point of the 
movements which had immediately in view 
the reduction of Bowling Green; now it had 
become the base of operations. A new cam- 
paign had to be opened, new plats 
made, and a new country studied. It 
would be difficult to find in history 
another instance where the active plan 
of campaign had been so quickly exhaust- 
ed, and with so little sacrifice of life and ma- 
terial. Its importance in a military and com- 
mercial view can hardly be over-estimated; 
and the future student of the military art will 
turn with admiration to the brilliant succes- 
sion of strategic movements which necessi- 
tated the evacuation of Bowling Green with 
all its strong defences on the approach of our 
troops, aud compelled the enemy to fall back 
across the Cumberland, and then to abandon 
Nashville, tbe capital ot one of their most 
prominent Elates, and a city of more iro;>ort- 
ance to them than any other in the West.

Aff At its in the Kanawha Valley. — It is 
said that the array under command of Gen. 
Cox, in Western Virginia, will go into winter 
quarters in a very few days. Our advance is 
at Summerville, Nicholas county. The rebels 
arc in some force at Lewisbupg, in the adjoin- 
ing county of Greenbrier, bat would probably 
abandon that point if an advance were made 
upon them. The report that Cox will push on 
to Stauntou is hardly credible. He has neither 
the force nor the transportation for such an 
enterprise, and it is too late in the season to 
attempt it. The most we can reasonably ex- 
pect in Western Virginia during the remain- 
der of the campaign will be the thorough ex- 
pulsion of the rebels, the punishment of the 
bushwhackers, and the restoration of the au- 
thority of the loyal Virginia Government in 
the counties west of the Alleghenies. 

Flags IIklow on the Uiveii. — On Wednes- 
day evening last, as we learn from the Can- 
tnelton Reporter, a destructive tire broke out 
in the village of Troy, Perry county, Indiana, 
seven miles below Cannelton, by which the 
largc-wareroom, store, and dwelling of John 
Hensly, Esq., the store and dwelling of Sir. 
Joseph Snyder, several stable3, and a large 
nmount of other property were destroyed. The 
lire, we learn, originated in the kitchen of Mr. 
Hensly’s house. On the same evening the hav 
press of Mr. Adams, living in Hancock county, 
Kentucky, near the river, a mile or two below 
Cannelton, was burned. The loss of Mr. Ad- 
ams, we hear, is between four and six thousand 
dollars. 

New Ri'Nning Arrangement. — The winter 
running arrangement on the Louisville, New 
Albany, and Chicago Railroad went into 
effect yesterday. Hereafter the Chicago Ex- 
press train will leave New Albany, at nine 
o'clock A. SI., and the St. Louis night express 
at ten o'clock P. SI. The trains over this road 
make close connections with all the Western 
roads for the North, South, East, and West. 

8©" 'It will be seen by reference to our Bank 
Note List that there has been a very material 
advance in the value of the notes of the three 
leading Tennessee banks. For example, our 
bankers offered to take them yesterday at one 
per cent discount. In St. Louis the brokers 
were paying three per cent premium. This 
description of currency is available for the pur- 
chase of cotton at the South. 



Fill the Rag-Baskets. — The occupation 
of the chiffonier promises to be most import- 
ant in au economic point of view, and, in con 
sidcration of the graft ing scarcity of the ma- 
terials used lor making paper, it becomes 
necessary fur everybody to assume the office 
of a domestic rag-picker. Rags enter into the 
manufacture of all kinds of writing, hook, and 
news paper, and no substance has yet been 
discovered to take their place. As the supply 
is in no way proportioned to the demand, the 
scarcity of rags has been the material cause of 
an advance ill the price of paper of all sorts 
Billy thirty per cent within the last month. 
Economical persons may therefbre be most 
advantageously occupied in saving every little 
scrap that comes in their way. Everybody is 
Interested in this, for, although it may not be 
ti very lucrative employment, it will certainly 
prove a great matter of convenience to our 
fellow-men in facilitating the menus of friendly 
epistolary communication, and affording the 
high intellectual gratification of reading 
books and newspapers. If every family 
would save all the little hits of east off gar- 
ments which are generally wasted, and go to 
the trouble of sending the rag-bag when filled 
to the paper maker, it would in the end amply 
compensate them. 

We have said that the price of paper had 
increased thirty percent during the last month, 
but the New York Times says that printing pa- 
per of all kinds has risen fifty per cent within 
the past three months, while the tax on paper, 
ink, advertisements, and everything else con- 
nected with the business, still further aggra- 
vates the difficulty. Tito rise in paper is 
I moreover still going on, and, as it is due to the 
lack of cotton, it is not easy to say where it 
will stop under these circumstances. Pub- 
lishers all over the country are discussing the 
policy of raising the price of their papers, or 
raising their charges for advertising, or both, 
in order to meet this increased of produc- 
tion. In Pittsburg they have adopted a new 
advertising scale in preference to the reduction 
of size or the increase of suliscription rates, 
and perhaps the douttle expedient ot enhanc- 
ing the price of subscription and advertising 
may huve to be generally adopted before long. 
This may be measurably remedied by keeping 
down the cost of the raw material for paper 
by preventing the exhaustion of the supply of 
rags. The cotton waste from whence hereto- 
fore the manufacturer obtained a large addi- 
tion to his stock of rags, domestic and im- 
ported, caunot now be had. Under the influ- 
ence of these increased prices, a “man all 
tattered and torn” or the first named of the 
“forty beggars,” who “came to town, some in 
rags and some in jags and some in silken 
gowns,” may rise to commanding impor- 
tance, and “a king of shreds aud patches” 
may stand better with his subjects, if 
in a reading community, than if he were 
clothed iti Tyrian purple or sat on a throne of 
ivory inlaid with gold; for, if “Solomon in all 
his glory” was not arrayed like one of “the 
lilies of the field,” how would all the tinsel 
ol his regal paraphernalia pale when com- 
pared with the virgin sheets of paper, which 
could be made from the rags of the leper at his 
gate! If coral, which is the nidus or nest 
of a congeries of infinitesimal vermes or pol- 
ypi, can assume such massive proportions un- 
der the deep blue waves of the ocean as to 
wreck the largest vessel, we may draw an in- 
dustrial inference of the effects which the ag- 
gregation of every rag remnant in the coun- 
try could produce upon the literature of an 
entire nation.

Texas. — An indiscriminate murder of loyal 
men, it appears, is going on in Kerr, Kendall, 
Kimball, and Gillespie counties, Texas, by 
order of the authorities, and the N. V. Tribune 
says, that, if the accounts of the seventy-five 
Texan refugees who recently reached New 
Orleans are correctly stated by its corres- 
pondents, the rebel soldiers in Western Texas, 
under directions to take no prisoners in these 
loyal counties, are putting every male inhab- 
itant to the sword, and laying waste the whole 
country. The four counties in question have 
been proclaimed by Gen. Herbert in a state of 
rebellion against the Confederate States, and 
his soldiers are hounded on to a work of gen- 
eral carnage and rapine. Despairing of the 
conversion of the people by peaceful measures 
to the cause of the rebellion, this savage offi- 
cer carries his point with fire nnd the sword, 
determined to extirpate the communities he 
cannot proselyte. The refugees in New Or- 
leans say that their friends and neighbors are 
looking with the utmost anxiety for the result 
of Col. Hamilton’s mission to the North, and 
hundreds are watching and waiting for the 
day when the old Hag shall again wave in 
triumph over the soil of Texas. 

Should the Government send an expedition 
to laud somewhere in the vicinity ot the Rio 
Grande, which, while relieving the really loyal 
communities of Texas from their imminent 
peril, would cut off the rebel retreat toward 
Mexico, the whole State might be speedily re- 
deemed. With the accessions which any re 
pectable force of ours would receive from the 
people, and all the advantages of local supplies 
and willing guides, we should be able to make 
a quick campaign, and clear the State of the 
enemy within a brief |ieriod. We are already 
in possession of Galveston and Sabine City 
and our gunboats can hold the coast in terro- 
rem, so that, with demonstrations from New 
Urleans and Arkansas southward and west 
ward, the conquest of the State should be i 
very easy one. The suppression of a rebellion 
which deliberately orders the indiscriminate 
utehery of people whose only crime -is loy 
alty to their Hag, and which lets loose the 
savage Indians upon unprotected border settle 
ments, must, in that section of the country, he 
intrusted to a strong hand moved hy a stern 
and rapid purpose.

Washington, Nov. 16. 

The news frflm the army is of the most en- 
couraging nature, and is destined to end in 
results much sooner than at first anticipated. 
The enemy's movements seem to point to the 
conclusion that he will abandon Culpepper 
nnd the passes and cros3 the Bapidan, making 
a stand hnally oil the banks of that stream, 
with the main body of the army betiVeed It 
and Gctrdonsville. 

The rebels have made no demonstrations on 
the Upper Bolomac, as reported, and it is 
doubted if there are any in that vicinity but 
small guerilla bands. 

The Post Office Department hits received 
official intelligence concerning the entire loss 
by fire of the great Western mail due at De- 
troit on the morning of the 12th inst. The 
mail ear was burned some fifteen or twenty 
miles west of London. The Southern mails 
from Washington, Baltimore, and Philadel- 
phia, ns well as the New York mail of Mon- 
day and Tuesday mornings, arc included in 
the loss. 

Late private letters of Baltimore secession- 
ists, from Richmond, say that the people are 
greatly alarmed, apprehending an attack from 
Hie direction of Pfetcrsbutg and the Peninsula. 
They say there is almost an insurrection ill 
the rebel army, consequent upon suffering for 
shoes and clothing; 

Great complaint is 'iQiug made of the man- 
ner in which Treasury Notes and Stamp Cur- 
rency arc engraved and printed, and the qual- 
ity of ink aud paper used. It is alleged that 
the engraving is such that it can be easily 
counterfeited, and that neither the ink nor the 
paper is equal to the standard adopted. 

G. W. Thompson, co. I, 6th Wisconsin, died 
yesterday in hospital. 

Iowa is the first State to send to the Gen- 
eral Land Office official notice of her accep- 
tance of her proportion of the lauds appro- 
priated during the late session of Congress, for 
the benefit of all the States, in the establish- 
ment of colleges for the promotion of agricul- 
ture and mechanic arts. 

Thos. E. Walked, Treasurer of the Illinois 
Central, has just forwarded to the Agricul- 
tural Department two baskets of fine staple 
colton, grown this sea-on in Southern Illinois. 

The Commissioner of Internal Revenue has 
decided that it is impossible to lay down arbi- 
trary rule3 hy which to test a man s business 
or decide whether he is a broker or a banker. 
The law is not explicit. The assistant Assess- 
ors must exercise their best judgment, with the 
facts of each case in view. Parties who feel 
aggrieved can appeal to llte Assessor. If an 
attempt were made to decide in advance, such 
a decision would confuse the judgment oflocal 
officers rather than aid It. Alcohol ot spiritu- 
ous liquors of any kind can only be used hy 
the apothecary in compounding medicines; 
when sold otherwise, he will be required to 
take license as a dealer. A license to whole- 
sale liquor confers no authority on the person 
holding such a license to retail liquors, nor 
does a license to sell liquor authorize the sale 
of any other kind of merchandise. 

The arrest of Colonels Colburn and Duane, 
of McClellan’s staff, resulted from remarks 
made by them very uncomplimentary to the 
resident because of their removal, and be- 

ides they left the field without leave. They 
have arrived here under arrest. 

The Commissioner of Internal Revenue de- 

ides that payment made to officers in the ser- 

icc ofthe Government, hy way of reimburse- 
ment for actual expenses, of which an account is 
rendered, are not subject to the reduction of 
three per cent tax; hut when moneys are re 
ceived by such officers by way of commuta- 
tion, and no account of actual expenses is 
rendered, the tax must he assessed upon the 
amount so received.

0rJ“T!te Overland kail, of September 11, 
contains an account of the movements of the 
rebels, and some other matters of interest 
Ainonp: the details wc find the following: 

In Pekin everything is quiet. The Hon. 
Mr. Burlingame lately applied to the Chinese 
Government fora site whereon to establish 
the American Consulate, urging his claim to 
similar privileges with France and England. 
He was informed, in reply, that lie had come 
to Pekin in a manner different from that of 
those two nations, and could not have a site 
granted to him, but that he should have every 
assistance in renting a building suitable for 
the. American Legation. A treaty between 
Portugal aud China was signed at Pekin on 
the mil ult. By this treaty the Macao Pen- 
insula is ceded to Portugal. Some sort of 
promise was made, we hear, by Gov. Guima- 
raens, tvlto negotiated the matter, about intro- 
ducing the customs system in Macao; but no 
pro' i ion for litis has been made in the treaty 
itself, which will come into operation as soon 
as ratifications have been exchanged. Cholera 
still prevails in the capital, and among its 
victims has been the Homan Catholic Bishop 
of Shanghne, who had gone on a mission to 
the Court. Prince Kung had also been at- 
tacked, but the latest accounts report him to 
tie recovering. The malady is abating, after 
having committed considerable ravages. The 
weather was hot, but relieved by copious 
rains. 

From Japan there is no additional news. 
At Xagasaki, sav3 the North China Herald, 
the Mexican dollar bad been subjected to fur- 
ther depreciation, two itzeboos only being ex- 
changed for a dollar, except to the consular 
authorities nnd naval officers, who continue 
to receive three itzeboosnnd a tenth. Cholera 
had extended to Nagasaki, and Carrie l away 
a great many of the native population. 

At Nanking the Imperialists were in strong 
force and making great display on the water; 
but we have heard no reports of any serious 
attack upon the city, now the only place on 
the river held by the rebels. 

At Shangbac, a meeting is about to be held 
to consider proposals for the better govern- 
ment of the settlement. The proposal to have 
Shanghne constituted a free city has disap- 
peared before the inquiry as to how the tiling 
could be done. The wants of the place lime 
somewhat outgrown the executive machinery, 
and an increase in tile consular st.tlL-aiill

Danville Under Rebel Rule. — The Dan- 
ville Tribune reappeared on the 11th inst,; its 
outside form, dated Sept. 4, was printed the 
dej before Morgan made his appearance in the 
town. As matter’ of history, we take from 
it’ columns .onm of the leading facts and in- 
cidents connected with the occupation of the 
City by the rebels: 

On Wednesday, September 3d, 1802, John 
il. Morgan, at the head of his hand, took pos- 
session of Danville, and tore down the emblem 
of our nationality that had floated so long 
from its noble staff, at the corner of Main and 
Fourth Streets, and made of its beautiful folds 
a rebel rag, and hoisted it in the place of the 
“old flag. 1 ' 

The acts of this band, during their brief stay, 
were disgraceful in the extreme. Stores were 
forcible entered, an 1 their contents appropri- 
ated or destroyed. In some instances pay was 
offered in their worthless script, and ibe change 
demanded in our currency. Our citizens were 
arrested, and some of them required to take 
Ike most odious obligations, wbileothers were 
retained as prisoners of war, and taken by the 
go rilla chieftain to Lexington and there pa- 
i n!cd ns such. Private dwelling-houses were 
entered, and diligent search made for the own- 
ers who were absent, as well as for arms, flags, 

. The number of horses taken was of course 
quite large, as that is the “peculiar calling" of 
tin' band. Fortunately for our community they 
made but a brief stay, as somehow or other a 
ruin i got afloat in the afternoon that “Wol- 
ford was coming, and they made a hasty de- 
parture. cutting down the flagstaff and tak- 
ing with them as much of tlieir ill-gotten 
booty as they 'could carry conveniently. It is 
impossible for us to estimate the loss of prop- 
erty or enumerate the outrages committed by 
this band on that eventful day. As a matter 
of justice we will here remark that some of 
the Southern sympathizers of the community 
did all in their power to resist the passions of 
these men, and protect their loyal fcllow-citi- 
rens in person and property. 

We were now fairly in llie Confederate or 
vc'is-l linos. K very thing indicated that we 
were “in Dixie. Stores were closed, tile me- 
chanic forsook his bench and his tools, busi- 
ness of all kinds became prostrate, and a geu- 
ci ,! gloom pervaded the entire community. 
Strange, banners floated to the breeze, strange 
face) net our gaze upon the streets, and strange, 
ah! rebellious music would greet our ears 
through the open windows of eeftain dwell- 
ii g . Several gentlemen, who had been sus- 
pi c ed of entertaining strong rebel proclivities, 
re ■ threw off the mask. They received from 
Kirby Smith commissions as Colonels, and 
commenced recruiting. But tlieir patriotic 
appeals were not responded to as they had an- 
ticipated Of this large batch of Colonels up- 
appointed, J. W. Grigsby, of Lincoln, wasthc 
only one who enlisted any men from this sec- 
tion of country. And he only rnised two or 
threo companies, including one recruited by 
Cant R. D. Logan, of this county. 

While Col. Grigsby was recruiting his bat- 
talion, Ihe appointment of “military dicta- 
tor, G'. 5. A.," iorthe counties of Boyle, Lin- 
coln, and Mercer, was conferred upon him by 
Kirby Smith. The Colonel made it his espe- 
cial business to “look after the Home Guards. 
This unfortunate class failing to “toe the 
mark," the Colonel made a speech at the 
Courthouse, “breathing out threatening^ and 
slaughter" against them if they did not avail 
themselves of his clemency in a eejtain num- 
ber of days. At the expiration of their "day 
of grace, the delinquent members were ar- 
rested and paroled os prisoners of war! 

Wn flourished under the “Grigsby dispensa- 
tion" until Bragg concluded that he would 
not go to Louisville, and o-nt many of his 
sick soldiers and a considerable amount of his 
transportation to this place, and established a 
general hospital. Toe sceptre was now relin- 
quished by Colonel Grigsby and taken up by 
•John Claiborne, Major and Quartermaster, 
t’. A. C. S.” The said Major did not disturb 
the Home Guards, but immediately went 
into the wholesale business. Ho would not 
condescend to levy upon such articles to he 
found in the stores and other places, as the 
Plundering Army of the Confederate Slates 
(thats the meaning of the “P. A. (J. S." at- 
tached to the Major's name) would seem to 
require, but would tike all. It was no com- 
mon thing to see posted on the doors of busi- 
ness houses, a written notice somewbet after 
this style — “Invoicing. Sold to Major Clai- 
borne. No admittance.” The Major paid for 
the most of the goods he “pressed,” in Confed- 
erate script, which was poor remuneration, to 
say the least. 

Our town was honor cd( ?) by the presence of 
Gens. Bragg, Buckner, and Preston, who made 
speeches, teliing of the great deeds they would 
accomplish. In a few days their victorious 
standards would float over Louis ille and Cin- 
cinnati (which cities would surrender with- 
out firing a gun), and then would penetrate 
i he abolition States, and make the inhabitants 
feel the horrors of the war in desolated liome- 
steads, scattered and broken households, and 
would this winter dictate terms of pence to 
their cowardly, enemy upon the shores of the 
Northern Lakes! That was the programme 
of the rebel General^ Our readers know how 
well it was performed. 

The only body of troops stationed near our 
town for any length of time was the brigade 
commanded by Col. Thos. II. Taylor. Col. T. 
is a Kentuckian, was a graduate of Centre 
College, and was known to many of the old 
eiSzens by the sobriquets of “Devil Tom. 
Color.c! Beck, of the 23d Alabama infantry, 
had ckavge of the town of Danville, with 
t’aptain F. McMurray as Provost Marshal. 
The said Captain was a man of “many or- 
d rs," issuing new ones every day revoking 
those he had issued the day previous. Our 
citizens were bewildered. One day the order 
would be that any one who might desire logo 
a mile in the country to get a pound of butter 
nnd a dozen eggs would have to lake an oath 
to support the Confederacy I The next day no 
oath was required, but our country friends 
were requested to bring their butter and eggs 
to town ! The obliging Captain was an epi- 
cure, doubtless, and wanted his boardinghouse 
supplied with these very desirable articles, 
which had become quite scarce, owing to the 
fact that too many “shinplasters" were circu- 
lating around. 

Our citizens were now cheered by the near 
approach of the Federate. The booming of 
cannon in the west announced the fact that 
the battle of Chaplin llilis was being fought. 
The result of the engagement was made known 
to us in the anxious and disappointed looks of 
the rebels, and their preparations for an evac- 
uation of the town. We were still in the reb- 
el lines, although the “blue routs" were hut a 
few miles distant. Coi. Wades Mississippi 
cavalry had possesssion of the town, and they 
boasted that they would give the “Yankees ’ 
a warm reception. On Saturday after the 
Chaplin Hills engagement, Wade was re-in- 
forced by about 2,000 cavalry, with two pieces 
of artillery. From the demonstrations of the 
rebels we really expected there would be a 
fight. Their line of battle was formed, their 
cannon planted, nnd every preparation made. 

Hut so soon as the I’ederals hove in sight, 
rh- “chivalry " fired a few rounds and beat a 
rapid retreat. And such a retreat ! It cannot 
be described, but will be long remembered by 
those who witnessed it. Close upon the heels 
of the rebels rame the gallant Oth Indiana 
regiment of infantry, deployed as skirmishers, 
supported by Wolford s cavalry. They did 
their work well and deserve honorable "men- 
tion for their daring conduct on that occasion. 
The welcome given these gallaut men by the 
Union citizens was hearty and cheering. 

On Saturday night, October 12, our town 
was formally taken possession of by the ad- 
vance ot Gen. Crittenden 9 division, and we 
iv.’ re “out of Dixie.

Arrivals from the Nortu.— Gen. John 
Cook arrived in this city from St. Paul on 
yesterday morning. We learn that Gen. Cook 
is to have a command at Sioux City during the 
coming winter, in anticipation of active ope- 
rations against the Indians in that direction 
next spring. 

Hon. Uni. Jayne, Governor of Dakotah, 
and delegate (elect) to Congress from that Ter- 
ritory, arrived at the same time, having come 
by way of St. Paul. From Gov. Jayne we 
learn that the extent of Ihe Indian massacres 
have never yet been fully estimated, lie be- 
lieves the number ot persons killed will not 
fall far short of one thousand. The massacres 
extended over the country between Fort Aber- 
crombie and the northern line of Iowa, a dis- 
tance of not less than two hundred miles. The 
dead bodies of the victims of the massacre are 
still being found in the region desolated by the 
savages. The feeling among the citizens of 
Minnesota and Dakotah against the savage 
murderers is intense, and they will be satisfied 
with nothing less than that the fullest punish- 
ment required by law be meted out to them 
Springfield (III.)

I regret to find myself in a controversy with 
the venerable ex-President. 

Recently (October 21) you published my 
official report to President Lincoln, dated OOtli 
of March, 1801, giving a summary of my then 
recent connexion with our principal Southern 
forts, which, 1 am sorrv to perceive, has given 
offence to the ex-President. That result, pure- 
ly incidental, did not enter into mv purpose 
in drawing up the paper; but, on reflection, I 
suppose that, under the circumstances, offence 
was unavoidable. 

Let it be remembered that the new Presi- 
dent had a right to demand of me — the imme- 
diate commander of the army — how it had 
happened that the incipient rebels had been 
allowed to seize several of those forts, and 
from the bad condition of others were likely 
to gain possession of them also. Primarily 
the blame rested exclusively on mo. Hence, 
to vindicate my sworn allegiance to the Union 
and professional conduct, the report was sub- 
mitted to President Lincoln at an early day 
(in his administration), and Recently to the t 
world. 

To that short paper ex-President Buchanan 
publishes a reply of double the length in the | 
Intelligencer of the first instant. My rejoin- [ 
der, from necessity, if not taste, will lie short, | 
for I hold the pen in a rheumatic hand, and am i 
without aide-ue-camp or amanuensis, and with- j 
out a printed document and my own official j 
paiicrs. 

Unable, in my present condition, to make | 
an analysis of the ex-Prcsident's a long reply, 
i nvail myself of a substitute furnished by an I 
i ccidental visitor, who has kindly marked the 
few points which he thinks may require some 
slight notice at my hands. 

1. To account for not having garrisoned 
sufficiently the Southern forts named, against 
anticipated treason and rebellion, according to 
my many recommendations, beginning Octo- 
ber 29, 1860, repeated the next day, and again 
more earnestly, December 13, 15, 28, and 30, 
the ex-"Pi'ssident says: “There were no avail- 
able troops within reach." 

Now, although it is true that, with or with- 
out the ex-President s approbation, the Secre- 
tary of \Yar had nearly denuded our whole 
Eastern seaboard of troops in order to aug- 
ment our forces in Texas and Utah, I never- 
theless jiointeJ out, at several of the above 
dates, the six hundred recruits (about) which 
we had iu the habor of New York and at Car- 
lisle Barracks, Pennsylvania, nearly all or- 
ganized into temporary companies, and toler- 
ably drilled and disciplined — quite equal to the 
purpose iu question — besides the lire com- 
panies of regulars near at hand, making about 
one thousand men. These disposable iroops 
would have given (say) two hundred men >o 
the twin forts, Jackson and St. Philip, 
below New Orleans; an equal number to 
Fort Morgan, below Mobile; a reinforce- 
ment of ouc hundred men to Fort Pickens, 
Pensacola harbor, nnd a garrison of tiie like 
number to the twin, fort, McRee: a 
garrison of one hundred men to Fort Jeffer- 
son, Tortugas Island, and the same to Fort 
Pulaski, below Savannah, which, like Forts 
Jackson, St. Philip, Morgan, and McRee. '"“I 
not at the time a soldier — leaving ac-mt two 
hundred meu for the twin Fort.-, sfouliiic uu.i 
Sumpter, Charleston linibor, where there were 
two weak companies, making less than ninety 
men Fortress Monroe had already a garrison 
of some eight companies, one or two of which 
might, in the earlier period of danger, haie 
been spared till volunteers could have been 
obtained, notwithstanding printed handbills 
were everywhere posted in Eastern Virginia 
by an eccentric character inviting recruits to 
take that most important work. 

Now, I have no where said that either of 
those forts, even with the reinforcement indi- 
cated, would have had a war garrison. Cer- 
tainly not. -My proposition was to put each 
in a condition, as 1 expressly said, to guard 
against a surprise or roup de main (an off- 
hand attack, one without lull preparation). 

That these movements of small detachments 
might easily have been made iu November 
and December, 1860, and some of them ns late 
ns the following month, cannot bn doubted. 
But the ex-President sneers at my “weak de- 
vice” tor saving the forts. He forgets what 
the gallant Anderson did, with a handful of 
men, iu Fort Sumpter, nnd leaves out the ac- 
count what he might have done wilb a like 
handful at Fort Moultrie, even without fur- 
ther augmentation of men to divide between 
the garrisons. Twin form, on the opposite 
sides of a channel, not only give a cross tire on 
the head of nil attack, hut the strength of each 
is more than doubled by the flanking lireof the 
other. The same remarks apply to ihe gallaut 
Lieut. Slcinmer, with a handful of bravo men, 
in Fort Pickens. With wbutcontempt might 
he not have looked upon Chase or llragg, in 
front of him, with varying masses of from two 
thousand to six thousand men, if Fort Pickens 
and its twin Fort McRee had had between 
them only two hundred men. 

I have tints shown that small garrisons would 
at first have sufficed for the other twins, Forts 
Jackson and St. Philip, also. My object was 
to save to the Union, .by any means at hand, 
all those works, until Congress could have 
time to authorize a call for volunteers — a call 
which the President, for such purpose, might 
no doubt have made, without any special leg- 
islation, with the full approbation of every 
loyal man in the Union. 

2. The ex-President almost loses his amia- 
bility in having his neglect of the forts “at- 
tributed,” ns he says, “without the least cause, 
to the influence of Gov. Floyd;” and, he adds, 
“all my Cabinet must bear me witness that I 
was the President myself, responsible for all 
the nets of the Administration. 

Now, notwithstanding this broad assump- 
tion ot responsibility, 1 should be sorry to be- 
lieve that Mr. Buchanan specially consented 
to the removal, by Secretary Floyd, of 115,000 
extra muskets and rifles, with all their imple- 
ments and ammunition, from Northern repos- 
itories to Southern arsenals, so that on the 
breaking out of the inaturiug rebellion they 
might be found, without cost, except to the 
United States, in the most convenient posi- 
tions for distribution among ihe insurgents. 
So, too, of the one hundred an'd twenty or one 
hundred and forty pieces of heavy artillery 
which the same Secretary ordered from Pitts- 
burg to Ship Island, in Lake Borgne, and 
Galveston, Texas, for forts not vet erected, 
Accidentally learning, early in March, that 
under this posthumous order, the shipment of 
these guns had commenced, I communicated 
the fact to Secretary Holt (acting for Secreta- 
ry Cameron) just in time to defeat the rob. 
bery. 

But on this point we may hear ex- 
Sccretary Fioyd himself. At Richmond lie 
expressly claimed the honor of defeating all 
my plans nnd solicitations respecting the forts, 
and received his reward— it being there uni- 
versally admitted that but for that victory 
over me there could have been no rebellion ! 

3. Mr. Buchanan complains that 1 published, 
without permission. January is, laoi, my 
views, addressed to him and the Secretary of 
War, Oct. 29 and 30, i860. But that act was 
caused, as 1 explained to him at the time, by 
the misrepresentations of the views in one of 
the earlier speeches of the same ex-Secretary 
alter his relnrn to Virginia. 

4. One of my statements complaining of the 
joint countermand, sent through the Secreta- 
ries of War and Navy, to prevent the landing 
at Fort Pickens of Captain Yogdea's companv, 
unless the fart should he attacked, is cited by 
the ex-Prerident to prove a “singular want of 
memory on my part; and a note from Secre- 
tary Holt is adduced to show that I had entire- 
ly approved of the joint countermand the day 
(January 29) that it was prepared. Few per- 
sons are as little liable tomake a misstatemeni 
by accident as Mr. Holt, nnd no one more in- 
capable of making one by design; vet i have 
not the slightest recollection of any inter- 
view with him on this subject. I do re- 
member, however, that Mr. Holt, on 
some matter ot busini- 3 , approached my 
bedside about that time, when I was suffer- 
ing greatly from an excess of pain. Mr. Bu- 
chanan, Mr. Holt, nnd myself werp all lands- 
men, and could know but little of the impossi- 
bility of landing troops on an open sea beach, 
with a high wind and surf. Mr. Toueey, Sec- 
retary of the Navy, with officers about him of 
intelligence and nautical experience, ought to 
have said plnmply that if Vodges was t?ot to 
land except in the case of attack upon Fort 
Pickens he might ns well have remained at 
Fortress Monroe, as the prohibition placed the 
fort, so far os he was concerned, at the mercy, 
or (as the event showed) on the want of en- 
terprise on the part of the rebel commander at 
Pensacola. 

Possibly there arc other parts of the reply 
which a superficial reader may think re- 
quire comment or elucidation; and, indeed, 
here is another marked for me by my kind 
visitor: 

5. The ex-President has brought together a 
labyrinth of dates respecting the arrival and 
departure of rebel commissioners, armistices, 

&c., witli which, as 1 had no official connex- 
ion, I may have made an unimportant mis- 
take or two; but, as i have not by me the 
means of recovering the clew to those wind- 
ings, I shall not attempt to follow him.

FOREIGN GOSS 1 1’. 

The response made to Mr. Dion Bouricault's 
appeal for new theatres in London is not only 
prompt but ample. Already money enough 
has been offered for the erection of half a doz- 
en. In a few weeks a scheme in relation to 
the project will be made public. Meanwhile, 
the modification of Astley s is in progress, to 
which, in due time, “The Relief ot Lucknow 
will be transierred. 

A warning to plagiarists is noticed in the 
German journals. Two authors in Prussia, 
convicted of having sold as original a play 
which was merely a copy of one existing al- 
ready, have been sentenced to two months’ 
imprisonment and a fine of fifteen pounds 
each. 

One of the interesting remains of old Don- 
don — Crosby Hall in Bishopsgate street — lias 
recently been converted into a wine merchant's 
store. The old India House in Leadenhall 
street, which had historical and literary inter- 
est, has almost wholly disappeared. The rooms 
wherein an empire was built up and the af- 
fairs of a score of kingdoms carried on have 
been demolished. The sculptured pediment, 
at one time considered a fine work of art and 
worthy of mention in histories of London, 
was, after great difficulty in finding a pur- 
chaser, sold for CIO. 

The new railway betwixt Siesscn and Deutz 
(Cologne) has opened a pleasant change of 
route which avoids the dull circuit by Magde- 
burg and Hanover — till lately not to be avoided 
by persons wishing to travel direct from Lcip- 
sic to the Belgian frontier. 

A report or. the condition ami restoration of 
Pompcy’s Pillar has been adopted by the In- 
stitute Kgyptien in Paris. It was drawn up 
by a commission, who, by personal examina- 
tion and consideration of all the circumstances, 
have arrived at inch conclusions as will, when 
carried into effect, tend to preserve the monu- 
ment forages yet to come. They describe the 
necessity for repairs as "urgent," and recom- 
mend that the holes underneath the plinth be 
regularly built-up with cemented masonry; 
that the pedestal be then injected with liquid 
cement until every cavity shall be tilled, and 
the needful solidity obtained. This recom- 
mendation is accompanied by a suggestion as 
to the way in which the injection shall fie ac- 
complished. 

Lord Arundel, who died lately at V, 'ardour 
Castle, England, was the head of one of the 
oldest Roman Catholic families iu Great 
Britain, and a Count of the Holy Roman Em- 
pire. 

A ease of matrimonial infelicity is thus re- 
ported iu the English papers: “An old gentle- 
man, the owner of a large farm near Carlisle, 
ran away from his wife and four children, tak- 
ing with him one of his own domestics and a 
sum of £700. The wandering couple, desirous 
of getting out of England as soon as possible, 
selected Liverpool as their port of egress. 
Meanwhile the deserted wile made for the same 
town, and soon discovered her husband ami 
his companion. On seeing his wife the old 
man nearly went into a lit, but a good drub- 
bing from his wife and her female friend soon 
brought him to his senses, when he saw, to 
use his own words, tiie ‘painful position' he 
was iu. 'Meg,' taking advantage of the old 
man's unhappy position, managed to escape 
witli hut one thwack.

Meg was discovered: all the money — 
about -is hundred pounds— delivered up to the 
wife, who left at once for Carlisle.

and two days’ cooked rations, nnd, armed 
with his gun, he marched to the city. While 
thnt gallant land of “Minute Men" were 
bivouacked ou the hills over the river, Mr. 
Stewart stood his regular guard duties, and, 
when the column was drawn up iu line of bat- 
tle, he was always foremost to respond. 

When the services of the hunters were dis- 
pensed u ilh by Gen. Wallace, Ihe subject of 
this notice asked and obtained permission to 
remain as a volunteer private in the 101st 
Ohio regiment. He stood regular picket, 
guard, and sentinel duty, w ent through all the 
drills, parades, reviews, the , and when tiie 
regiment was ordered lo Louisville he accom- 
panied it, and again was at the front in defence 
of that city. When the army mov'd into the 
interior of the State, Stewart was one of the 
number; and in the battle ot Ferry villc he 
was in the thickest of the fight, and afterward 
was complimented by his commander for his 
bravery, coolness, and soldierly bearing. After 
the battle, and the appearances indicating no 
further engagements, Stewart concluded to 
return home and look after his personal 
affairs, which he, as a farmer, left in an un- 
settled condition. He arrived here on Satur- 
day, and, alter obtaining the necessary passes, 
returned home. Stewart was born March 
16th, 1770, iu Litchfield, Conn.,- where his 
lather now resides, aged one hundred nnd 
twenty-two years, at present tiie oldest man 
in the United" States. 

Thomas is the father of seventeen children 
(fifteen living and two dead), and has twenty- 
four grand children. He has four sons, two 
grandsons, and three son-in-laws at present 
in the army. Stewart was in the war of 1812, 
when he was pressed into the British service, 
on a man-of-war. He has been in four wars, 
and, although ninety-two years of age, writes 
plainly and is very intelligent, never was sick 
but two days in his life, and has teen a mem- 
ber of the Methodist Church forty- three years. 
The father ot Thomas was horn iu 1 740, in tiie 
reign of George II ; has seen four monarch, 
in England, one of whom reigned sixty yeats. 
He was old enough to be at the taking of Que- 
bec, by Gen. Wolfe, when Canada passed into 
the hands of the British, and Louis XV was 
on the throne of France. Although Kentucky 
is the oldest of tiie Western States, not a 
white man’s toot had pressed her soil for set- 
tlement thirty years after his birth, and he wins 
considered an elderly man when the first set- 
tler arrived in Cincinnati. He was twenty- 
nine years of age when Great Napoleon was 
born, whose career excited the wonder of the 
world, and closed forty years ago on St. 
Helena. 

Directions fou Detecting Alterations of 
tub Treasury Bills.— Washington, Abe. 11, 
1862. — As publicity has been given U> the tele- 
graphic statement respecting counterfeit fillies 
and hundreds, raised from ones and twos. 
United States Treasury Notes, having made 
their appearance, lie:., some details arc fur- 
nished showing the most prominent points of 
difference between the lesser and larger notes 
so tampered with. The ones and hundreds 
are so totally dissimilar iu the main features 
that, whatever skill and ingenuity may lie 
brought to bear by this process of raising or 
changing the larger figures that indicate the 
value of the note, no change is likely in the 
most skilful artistic portions. The portrait of 
Secretary Chase, iu an oval frame in the ex- 
treme left hand upper corner of the one dollar 
note, is its distinct, exclusive characteristic. 
In the one hundred dollar note, occupying a 
like position on the upper left corner, the 
prominent device is the figure of a single 
eagle, without spread wings. These distinc- 
tions can lie easily remembered. 

Between the twos and fillies there are points 
of resemblance, especially as tiie portrait of 
the first Secretary of the Treasury, Alexander 
Hamilton, is common to both denominations, 
and is the only prominent pictorial devic 
upon either. A glance at the position of this 
portrait upon the two dollar note shows that 
the oval frame of the picture rests upon the ex 
treme lower edge of the note, the main title 
“The United Stales, being above the picture; 
whereas iu the fifty the portrait is placed in 
the upper part of the note, nearly at the top, 
while the words of the main title are separa- 
ted by it. The word “United" is upon tin 
left, and “States” upon the right of the per 
trait. The difference in the hacks ol the twos 
and titties is so marked that observation of 
that of the two, with its two concentric rings 
and its two broad bands of geometric engrav- 
ing, would bo readily remembered as an ex- 
clusive feature, as totally unlike that of the 
fifty, or any other note issued by the Govern- 
ment.
